1 . This Office action is in response to tine application filed on 1 1/22/06 by Bernhard 
Mattes et al., for the invention titled "CONTROLLING VEHICLE DYNAMICS THROUGH 
THE USE OF AN IMAGE SENSOR SYSTEM".

Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art 
to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth 
the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 17-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of 
the claimed invention. 

Claims 17-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling, since critical or essential to the practice of the invention, 
but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 
F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). Applicant has not provided sufficiently detailed 
information with respect to the execution of Applicant's claimed method, nor functional 
programming with which to accomplish the claimed method, device/unit and computer 
programming commensurate with enabling one of ordinary skill in the art to make and use 
the claimed invention without undue experimentation.
